Beit remembered, that on the day and year aforesaid, being 
the time and place for the assembling of the Legislature of 
Mississippi, in conformity to the Constitution and laws of the 
State, and the Proclamation of the Governor as aforesaid, 

The Senate was called to order at 12 o’clock, in the Capitol, 
by the Hon. Jno. M. Simonton, President of the Senate. 

Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Whitfield. 
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Upon a call of the roll the following named Senators appeared 
in their seats and answered to their “nanes, to wit: 

Mr. President, Messrs. Binford, Brown, Cain, Hawkins, Jack- 
son, Land. Lowry, Lyles, Martin, McCargo, Miller, Mosely, 
Napier, Seal, Stephens, Stone, Swett, Taylor, Wolff, Yerger. 

There being a quorum present the Senate proceeded to 
business. 

Mr. Taylor introduced the Hon. D. M. Wisdom, Senator 
elect from the district composed of the county of Tishomingo, 
in place of Hon. Wm. L. Duncan, resigned, who presented his 
credentials and took the oath of office. 

Mr. Lowry introduced the Hon. J. W. Brooke, Senator elect 
from the district composed ofthe counties of Lauderdale : and 
Newton, in place of the Hon. Robert Leachman, resigned; who 
presented his credentials and took the-oath of office.’ 

Mr. Martin offered the ree resolution,;.:which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Secretary inform the House of Repre- 
sentatives that the Senate is now organized and ready to 
proceed to business. 

The following message was received from the House: 


Mr. PRESIDENT— 

I am instructed by the House of Representatives to inform 
the Senate that the House has organized by the election of 
Hon. EF.

The President, in his reply, gave them full assurance that 
none of them should be nullified except by the Civil Courts of 
the land. No violent collision has, yet occurred “between the 
` Stateand Federal authorities, and. Í fear none so long as the 
military Distriet of Mississippi i is under the administi ation of 
the present distinguished military.commander, who has, in the 
settlement of the “many delicate’ questions that have arisen 
shown 80 just 4° Sentiment toward our State and people. Thus 
far, all questions ‘that could riot be otherwise ‘adjusted have been 
submitted to the judicial tribunals of the country, and are now 
undergoing judicial investigation. While the “Civil Rights’ 
Bill” cannot be received,as a rule for your ‘gtiidance, the inter- 
ests of the. white race will be subserved by, the relaxation of the 
rigidity of our laws, which iti order to ‘guard society against 
threatening evils, was rendered necessary. Public justice to 
both races demand tlie admissibn’ of negro testimony in all 
cases brought before the civil and criminal Courts.

By an act passed åtiyour'last session for the“ relief of des- 
titute disabled Confederate and State soldiers, and their widows; 
and the support ahdéducation of indigent childréh of deceased 
or ‘disabled Confederate“ or State soldiers,” the‘sum of. $60;- 
000, has been reserved from’ the revenue | ‘of the” State, and ‘re- 
mains undistributed, in ‘consequence of the failure of many of 
the Boards of: Police ‘of the several. counties “to ‘report: ‘their 
lists (as required by the act} to guide the Auditor in making 
the distribution, proper to the respective counties, “in propor- 
tion to the number of beneficiaries: reported in said lists.”— 

This sum of $60,000, was the amount reserved from the reve- 
nue collected under “an act levying a tax upon certain “persons 
and property therein named,” aud “properly belongs tó the fis- 
cal year, ending 30th” April, 1866. The pr oviso to the first 
section of the act authorizes the Boards of Police to apply 
this sum for the fiscal year ending 30th April, ‘for the support 
of the a destitut families of their respectiqe counties.” „In view

It deserves your 
fostering care; and it should ever‘be our aim, in caring for 
and educating these deserving children, thus to build a. imonu- 
ment of gratitude and affectionate rememberance of the fallen 
dead,—worthy of their deeds,—beneficial to their childr en, 
and full of honot to the State. l 

Itis my grateful duty to acknowledge the receipt of $9,000 
from the noble ladies of Baltimore, through the hands of their 
Treasurer, Mrs. Charlotte Latrobe, a loved daughter of Missis- 
sippi, for the relief of ‘disabled soldiers, and widows and or- 
phans of deceased soldiers of our State”?

PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

The 
sums appropriated have proved to be totally inadequate, and 
they all remain in an unfinished condition. A much larger 
amount than was appropriated has been expended on the 
Executive mansion, which is explained ‘in the report of the 
State architect. The building is now fully protected from’ 
damage by rains, and other causes of injury and decay, ‘and, 
though unfinished, is sufficiently repaired for- couifor table use. 
Shortly after his appointment, the Architéet, madea survey of 
the. State, Capitol and reported to me the devaying condition of

SALT WORKS AND DISTILLERY. 


Under “An act to authorize the Governdr to appoint a Com- 
missioner to sell all the property invested in the State Distille- 
ry and Salt Works,” I appointed J. S. Robinson, of Carroll 
county, who has taken possession of all the property found 
belonging to the Distillery, andhas submitted an inventory of 
property and papers. In a partial account. rendered by the 
Commissioner, he reports a sale of a part of the property for 
$531 41, U. S. Currency, which he has paid into the Treasury. 
He has also deposited with the Treasurer the sum of $ 
in Confederate Treasury Notes, found among the papers of Col. 
Strong, who was the State Agent. The property of the Salt 
Works cannot be found and hence cannot be reported. 


THE REVENUE BILL. 


Passed at your last session is believed to be sufficient for all 
the wants of thé State. Much of the tax of one dollar per 
each bale of this year’s crop will be lost to the State if the law 
be not altered so as to require the collector to collect it be- 
fore the cotton is shipped, as is now done in the collection of 
the Special Tax. By law,'the assessment of the present grow- 
ing crop, will not be made until after the 1st of May, 1867, 
and will be collected during that fiscal year. Many adventur- 
ers, who,’ allured by the high price of cotton, have embarked 
in its cultivation, will, upon such a failure of the cotton crop 
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as we have suffered this year, be: disgusted and disappointed, 
and will, ‘after the speedy sale of their -cotton in ‘the fall and 
and: winter, disappear before the Tax Collector, can, -by law, 
asit now stands, demand the tax. A heavy loss has already 
been sustsined bythe State from a clerical error in the- Reve- 
nu¢.Law which rendered the collection of the tax intended to 
be imposed on persons traveling. on. Railroads, impossible.— 
Instead. of one-half. cent per mile, as gvas intended,. thé en- 
rolled bill reads ‘one-half per cent per mile.” The Railroads. 
have refused -to make. any: oounpamion, or arrangement. POD: - 
cerning this tax. .. 

Under the advice of the Attorney General, that by ‘the rul- 
ing of the High Court itis not allowable to go behind the en- 
rolied. bill to ascertain the-intention of the Legislature, I'made- 
no: eftort to enforce, through the Courts, my demands., 

COTTON MONEY. | 


Under “An act to-be entitled an act authorizing the’ issuance 
of Treasury Notes as advances upon cotton,” passed Déeember 
19, 1861, the Auditor issued’ Treasury Notes to the amount of 
85, 000,002 upon the bonds 'of’ Planters, with personal security 
in. addition to their bonds; on’ cotton pledged to be kept at the- 
risk of the. Planter, and to be delivered at some specified city 
or seaport in the Confederate States. ‘These- Treasury Notes 
have written across their faces the words: “Receivable in 
payment of all dues to the State and counties, except the 
Military Tax.” The Planters’ Bonds were to be paid in gold. 
and silver, and in Treasury, Notes when required by the Gov- 
erngy,.:by.proclamation, so to do. In pursuance of the sixth 
section of.:the aet I, issued. my proclamation on the 6th of 
January last, requiring; all persons “to whom advances may 
have. been made:to deliver the number of bales. of cotton upon. 
which. they haye ‘received ‘an advance,” in, atcordance with 
their: respecive. receipts, within (90). ninety days ‘from the date- 
of said proclamation. No cotton, up to this time, has been 
received, but.the Treasurer's. Report shows that the sum of” 
$2,515,922. 03 in these Treasury Notes has been paid in, and 
corresponding, Planters’ Bonds canceled: The sum of $34,- 
912 32 is otherwise accounted for. There is yet left in the- 
hands of. the ‘Treasnrer, not canceled, Planters’ Bonds to the 
amount. of. $2,451,167 65, and.there is yet outstanding a cor-- 
responding amount in Treasury. Notes unredeemed. On the- - 
25th-of, September I issued another proclamation requiring all... 
persons, who had not ‘paid their bonds to pay in gold and 
silver,.,or-in Treasury Notes, as required on the face of the- 
bond, and: have plated one bond in thé hands of the District- - 
Attorney. of the 4th Judicial District, upon which to bring suit 
at the December Term of the Circuit Court for Hinds couiity,, 
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in order to test‘all the qüestions of law that: may arise con- 
cerning the validity of these bonds.. I deemed this course 
advisable, as many grave constitutional quéstions.aré involved ; 
and a failure to obtain judgment ‘for: the State on over -3,000 
suits if I proceeded ` in Ail atthe satie time; would involve 
thé State i in costs to the amount of $50,000:to $7 5,000 ; “besides 
that, it avowld inflict’ an unnecessary and burdensome tax on 
the bondsmen and, titeir securities.: As the decisicn of the 
principle involved in one suit’ would be the same as-that in- 
volved in‘all the rest, but one'siit was- brought; and; as before 
stated, to test the v alidity of the issue ef the Treasury: ‘Notes. 

A grave question demanding your consideration and attention 
has arisen in connection with these Treasury Notes. “A tender 
of them was made in payment of taxes to the-Tax Collector of 
Hinds county by a tax-payer.: TheTax: Collector refused to 
receive them. A mandamus was then sued out of the Circuit 
Court te.compel -him to do so. The Tax Collector demurred 
to it, but-was overruled by the Court, and the case will proba- 
bly be appcaled to the en h Court of Ertots aiid Appeals for 
decision. If that Court decides, that ‘these Tr easury Notes 
must be received in ‘payment, of taxes, ` no other kind"6t money 
will be received into the Treasury and it will become bankrupt, 
unless the Planters’ Bonds held by the Tréasur er are decided to 
be valid against them. | .

It is proper to state {Wat while many objections have 
‘been made against the details of the Courts, but few deny the 
necessity that exists for the. establishment, of a Court inferior 
in jurisdiction and authority to the Circuit Court, whose meet- 
ings shall be frequent, its forms sirnple, ‘its’ proeedings sum- 

mary and judgments pr ompt The experiénce which the mem- 
bers of your honorable body have ‘had’ concerning: the work- 
ings of the County Courts; will, Tam ‘confident, “farnist ‘the 
best guides for your action TEE ther.” +My. experience 
and knowledge concerning tlhe practic Workings of the Coun- 
ty Court system do not justify ; me in'submitting” any’ recotti- 
mendations for your consideration, further than: to express: the 
belief that the details may. De “so modified as to remove many 
objections, while your experience’ will suggest, whether it~be 
wisest to attempt a modification of the present system ‘and 
thus to meet- the wants and necessities of the people} or’ me 
adopti in its place some other cheap and efficient system. “i +. 
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A STATE MAP. 

_ I deem the publication,.and distribution of a State Map to 
the various. State-and County offices, whose business requires 
the,possession of one, a matter of sufficient importance to-call 
your attention to it. It should contain a correct delineation 
of everything of. importance and information that it can em- 
body and be a reference not only tg,our officials but to all per- 
sons interested in the affairs of the State, whose correctness 
should settle all doubts upon any points or subjects it embodied. 
I do not] believe it can be published without some pecuniary 
aid from ‘the State, which expenditure would be more than re- 
paid the State by the benefit its publication would oceasion it. 
Nearly all the old maps were destroyed during the late war. 
Fhey were published nearly thirty ‘years ago. Since then 
changes have been made and improvements have taken place of 
such a character as renger a new map, if not an indispensable 
necessity, at least one which we stand in very great need. 

SUPERINTENDENT ‘OF ARMY RECORDS. l 

Under an act passed by the Legislature at its last session, 
the Superintendent of Army Records was directed to ascertain 
the number of maimed State and Confederate soldiers`in this. 
State requiring artificial legs. Thereport of Col. J.L. Power 
is herewith submitted, to which I invite your -early attention. 
Thirty-six counties have been heard from, showing an aggre- - 
gate of 188, making it safe to estimate that there is at least 300 . 
in the State, for whom it is theclear duty of the State thus to 
provide. i s 

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


The report of the Adjutant General and. the submission of 
his accounts and vouchers as -Quarter Master General of the 
State, is herewith submitted. His recommendations deserve 
your consideration, and I desire to call your attention to the 
unconstitutionality of the section of Military law passed at 
your last session, relating to “tenure of -office and elections,” 
whick was a clerical mistake discovered too late to be reme- 
died at that time. ` - ; 

l DEFAULTERS. ) 

In obedience to a resolution, passed at your last session, suits 
have been brought against all the defaulters to the State Trea- 
` sury except M. D. Haynes, late Treasurer. In consequence of, 
the loss of many of the papers showing his indebtedness, suit 
has not been commenced against his sureties. An able and 
elaborate report was made upon the condition of the Treasury 
by Col. Labauve and Wm. H. Brown, Commissioners, exhibit- 
ing large balances against that Treasurer—bnt the Legislature 
in March 1865 authorized the Governor to appoint one Com- 
missioner to re-examine his papers. Governor Clark appointed 
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Mr. Jas. E. ‘Matthews, -Commissioner, who “was prevented by 
the surrender of the Corifederate “forces to ‘the “Federal -army 
fedyn-ertering upon the diities assigned ‘him. I reconiinend: the 
Appointment of dne coniiiissioner, with adequate compensation, 
to-indke’a re-examination, and réport, so'as to ‘enable'the State 
to institute: suit. e. 

“THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE AND MEASURES OF RELIEF. 

Many other questions affecting the welfare of the State will 

come before you, and will.doubtless receive your profound at- 
tention and consideration. For the restoration of our national . 
prosperity -and happiness we mast look to agricultural and 
manufacturing pursuits.of industry. ‘lhe capital and labor for 
the development of these latent sources of wealth, within the 
- limits-of this State,-are insufficient, and the supply must come 
from abroad. Capital should be invited, and emigration of free 
white labor should be encouraged. Both must be assured of 
fall protection and security, and the white laborers must be as- 
sured of social and-political-equality with'the- white‘ race ‘alone, 
or they “will pass ‘us by and seek for ‘homes in other commiuni- 
ties, where’ the preponderance of -negro population ‘will not áf- 
fect or-retard-them or their posterity in their progress to'Wealth, 
happiness and Civilization. ` . 

‘From every: portion of ‘our ‘State appeals have’ been -received 
for immediate -reliéf:from’ the burdens that oppress-all: classes-of 
our citizens.” The desolation and ruin of our ‘fortunes--the 
heavy indebtedness, both foreign and domestic, of our people— 
the scarcity of the necessaries of life—the want of means to 
procure them—and the uncertainty of our future treatment “by 
the Federal Government—bhas -supk the public mind in-gloom 

-and despondency, and renders the task-of meetisg the necessi- 
ties and demands of the people a difficult one indeed. Painful 
apprehensions exist that the Federal tax on the only produce- 
tion of our labor, and the suits now on the appearance-and issue 
dockets of our courts, will turn thonsands -from their homes in 
want and destitution. From Federal taxation there is-no relief. 
Hate and malignity only laugh at our calamity, and revenge 
mocks when our fear cometh. The Coustitution rendered inap- 
erative the “Stay Law” passed at your last. session. It de- 
clares that the courts of the country “shall always be open,” 
and “right and justice administered without sale, denial or de- 
lay.” What, then, is “right and justice?” When a vessel at 
sea is overtaken by a-storm, and it becomes necessary to throw 
overboard a portion of the cargo to enable her to ride the waves. 
and reach the shore, sonnd morality and equity declares it: is 
“right and justice” that the loss:should be averaged and shared 
alike by all the owners of the cargo. The people. 
of Missississippi launched their little bark upon the 
broad sea of Independence. The storm of war engulphed 
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it in the whirlpool of abolition, and we are wrecked voyagers 
on the beach of desolation and’ dependence. Our fair. fields 
have been- laid waste, our cities sacked and destroyed ; 
the slaveholdez has lost his slaves; the farmer his farm 
stock; the merchant his goods ; our libraries enlighten the bench 
and the pulpits of the wreckers ; our jewelry, silver spoons, and 
even the toys and trinkets of our children ornament the mantles, 
adorn the tables, and enliven.the parlors of the spoilers. The 
creditor alone has saved his “notes and accounts” from-spplia- 
tion-and destruction. Morality and equity,claim an average and ° 
distribution of. what is saved from the wreck. But who is 
authorized to strike the average? When, how and where did 
he receive the authority,?, And by. what rule won)d.the division 
be made? Is “right.and: justice” for the creditor alone? Is 
“right and justice” for the debtor alone? It was fondly hoped 
and believed that the creditor would be a “stay law” unto him- 
self in this the hour of his country’s calamity, and that he would 
keep aloof from the dockets of the courts until the debtor could 
“catch breath” and haye time to {put his.house in order.” While 
many creditors have. shown magnanimous forbearance, many ` 
debtors have exhibited an unworthy disposition to avoid a fair 
settlement. Yet many, too many creditors have shown a heart- 
less desire toextort “ the. pound: of flesh” from honest, neédy, 
and fair dealing. debtors. And. yet again, many créditors seek 
not to. destroy bat to protect and relieve their friends, and though 
they may push them to the Sheriff’s. block and to insolvency, 
you will find these same “injured debtors” clothed in purple and 
fioe linen, and faring sumptuously, every day at the bountiful 
tables of rich, happy and loving wives or trusted friends. Iù- 
stead of forbearance and: compromise, a wild rush of ‘““‘who-shall 
be first and the devil-take the hindmost,” is made into the courts. 
Brave soldiers who perilled life and lost all, are pursued by some 
slimy skulker from honor and duty who has saved his “notes and 
accounts” by hiding them with himself in a deserter’s cave. 
Another braye. soldier’s. widow is pursued by oue whose heart, 
against shame and dishonor is “bomb proofed,” by his frauds 
and speculations. upon the wants and miseries of the war for 
which he voted, but from whose fury his prudent action “ in 
snuffing the battle from afar off” has saved his carcass. Yet 
there is another class of: creditors-~a brave soldier who has lost 
all but. his “notes and accounts,” pursues one whose back has 
grown gray with the moss of dishonor, and who pleads his vote 
against secession as his badge of wisdom. and patriotism, and 
his. absolution- from, all.obligatiens to share the losses the 
war- occasioned. Another brave soldiers widow pursues an 
athletic “exempt whose.eyes-stick out with fatness,”and who com- 
plains of the cruel, cruel. hardships of the war. The aged ’and 
- the decrepid, the. widows and the orphans who have spent and 
lost all in the support of the “lost cause,” pursue the skulker 
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and the exempt who swear that the Yankees, Jayhawkers, or 
fecessionists have robbed them of their last dollar. Who is 
the worthy creditor-and who is the unworthy creditor? Who 
can dévise the rule of right and justice that will guide to the 
fair and equable average and disposition of the “notes and ac- 
counts” saved from the common wreck? And who is author- 
ized todo it? Is the Executive? Is the Legislature? What 
authority has either to do any act?. They are both the 
creatures of the Constitution. They tive, move aud have their 
being in the Constitution. Without the Constitution they would 
have no legal existence. What the Constitution authorizes 
them to do thdy may doand what the Constitution forbids them 
to do, they have no more authority to do than any man or set ` 
of men who usurp power and abuse privileges. The people of 
Mississippi claim the possession of certain rights, too sacred to 
be entrusted to any Government and in their Constitution 
established fer the guidance of their servants have excepted 
certain powers out of the general powers of Government. One 
of these powers is that the Courts shall always be open—anoth- 
er is that no law shall be passed impairing the obligations of 
contracts. The Judge that would close the doors of a constitu- 
tional court, inobedience tothe order of the Executive and 
Legislature, ,in violation of the Constitution would be unworthy 
his ermine and a fit tool of despotism. As the Executive, I 
claim no authority to decide who is the wortby and who is the 
unworthy creditor—and I do not Know how to avérage and 
divide the losses all havesustained. I feel no ordinary personal 
interest in the postponement of the day of payment. My sym- 
pathies have ever been enlisted in behalf of the helpless and the 
needy. My heart’s love is entwined around the brave Confederate 
soldier by chords that cannot be severed; and I would divide 
with him the last crumb that belonged to myself—but I must 
confess my want of wisdom to devise the scheme that will 
absolve him or relieve his pr3perty from the obligations of his 
contract with others, without their consent, 80 long as there 
is virtue, power and majesty in the Constitution under which 
he lives. Any scheme, however, that may be devised for the 
permanent or temporary relief of the people from the pressing 
embarrassments of our great disasters, that is clearly within 
the restrictions of my obligation to the Constitution, will re- 
celve my cordial co-operation. l 
My faith is`not in “stay laws.” Temporary relief from debt of. 
ten tends only to additional embarrassments. Patientiudustry, 
strict economy and “long suffering” are now our destiny and our 
duty, and the only means of restoring our lost fortunes and re- 
establishing our prosperity and happiness. 
ay Almighty God whose chastening hand manifests his 
love,-inspire us all with wisdom, and guide hs through the black 
night that shrouds our distracted country in gloom, desponden-

the supervision, care and treatment of the officers of: the 
Institution. Humanity and the obligations of the State to this 
‘unfortunate class of our inhabitants cannot be disregarded,

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emancipation is’ an evil against which. wé.are now called: ‘upon 
to guard ‘them’and the-State. 

The -observations in different portions ‘of the State. will 
doubtless corroborate the closing remarks of ‘the ‘Superin- 
fendént. He says: “Insanity from.having been a cómpara- 
tively rare occurrence among the negro race,.is'now becoming 
quite frequent. There has been no provision made for them 
by the State, and allowed to be at large, without restraint, 
they arẹ becoming a dangerous element-in society. Their 
families, from poverty and ‘want of even the ordinary degree 
of prudence, necessary for: providing for the future, are 
unable to give them the proper care and attention, which their 
case demands. Indeed, as would reasonably be expected, 
they become danger ous to themselves and others.”

The Committee to whom was referred that portion, of the 
Governor’s message relating to the penitentiary, have visited 
the institution, and feel satisfied, after a careful survey of the 
premises, that the sum of sixty-five thousand dollars, the esti- 
mate made by the State, Architect, will be required to plaee.the 
buildings in good order, and in ll probability, a largeramount - 
may be necessary ; and in view of the present condition of the 
State Treasury, your committee are of the opinion that it is 
advisable to lease the institution to parties who will at once | 
relieve the State from any farther expense. Your committee 
further-state that several propositions have been laid before 
them for leasing the institution, without any further appropri- 
ation by the State, the State to retain full control, so far,as 
prison discipline is concerned, the contractors to have control 
only during the hours of labor; and they are satisfied that con- ` 
tracts can be speedily made as above mentioned. 

It is true, this will, to some extent, be an experiment, pet, as 
all new plans do not fail, and many experiments are successful, 
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let us hope that the Legislature, in its combined wisdom, may 
be able to relieve our-State of this vampire, which is, and has 
been from its creation, continually sapping our Treasury, and. 
drawing from those who, by honest toil, must replenish its cof-

Mr. PRESIDENT : « 
Since the last regular session of the Legislature, one of the 
saddest misfortunes recorded in the annals of the district I 
represent, has befallen its people, in the death of Hon. Joseph 
Koger. Ashe was my predecessor in the Senate of Mississip- 
pi, it devolves upon me, at once, as a duty and pleastze, topay 
a passing tribute to the memory of one both worthy and illus- 
trious. The mutations of time bring lamemable changes to 
all; scarcely could be found one among us, whose life has not 
known a single sorrow—nay, been darkened with many sor- 
rows; and, as personal griefs are apt to be selfish and obtru- 
sive, we shrine them in our own hearts. But, when one who 
has performed numberless acts of kindness, and liberality ; one 
who has rendered himselfliterally and truly a public benefac- 
tor, devoting his life to the service of his fellow-creatures, 
passes away, we feel that we have a rightto mourn, and offer 
to each other that tender sympathy which falls like healing 
balm upon the wounded spirit. Hence I, upon whose unwor- 
thy shoulders has fallen the mantle of this great and good man, 
come before you reverently to speak of him, and with all 
- humility. ae. d 
Misşissippí, whose interests he served so lang and faithfully, 
was not his native State, butthe home of his adoption. He 
was born in Colleton district; South Carolina, Oct. 27, 1779. 
To him, then, we see was accorded more than the three-score 
and ten yéars, which comprise the allotted period of existence. 
He was not cut off in the plentitude of his strength’ and the 
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glory of his menhood, but as one of those who. “went about 
doing good,” was spared until his locks were hoary, his foot- 
steps tottering, and the noble spirit prepared for translation 
to the peaceful abode of the God in whom he believed, and in 
whose worship was his delight. 

A youthful and stalwart Carolinian, always a staunch advo- 
cate of right, 1812,.found him captain ofthe first company that 
marched to the defence of Carolina. He ‘served throughout 
the war, in a highly creditable manner, thereby evincing the 
patriotic ardor which glowed within his breast. He retirned, 
and to his military renown were added civil distinctions ; which 
the people he had defended and protected gladly bestowed; 
and for twentv years, he was amember of, and ornament to, 
the Senate and House of Representatives of South Carolina.— 
He came to our State in 1838, and while belonging to the body 
I now address, the following resolution was offered and unan- ' 
imously odopted: “Resolved, by the Senate, that in the per- 
son of the Senator from Noxubee, we realize all that is enno- 
bling in the human heart; his great goodness, his uniform 
kindness and liberality, his unremitting attention to the du- 
ties of his station, all point to him as an example, worthy of 
the emulation of every citizen of Mississippi; and render him 
worthy of the appellation of Father of the Senate of the State 
of Mississippi.” 

I knew him for more than a quarter ofa century, and knew 
him ever as one of the best of men. His political status was 
always clearly defined ; he was a States Rights man. He be- 
lieved, having come among us, that he belonged to Mississip- 
pi, and never falsified his professions. But when war’s “dread 
alarm” again sounded, grown old in the service vf his country, ` 
he gave to her his only son, one who laid aside the ecclesiasti- 
cal gown for the warrior’s armor, and now fills a nameless 
grave before Murfreesboro.’ He gave his grandsons, all, to 
the cause of Southern independence, and having witnessed the 
termination of the recent sanguinary contest, he was gathered 
to his father’s ; dying as he had lived, a patriot and a christian.

general management commendable. The committee instructs 
me, however, t o report that they find on examination,no record: 
of the time of receiving and discharging pupils, and recom- 
mend, in future, that the Superintendent be required to keep a 
record of the time of receiving, discharging, age,and residence 
of all pupils received ip said institution. The committee also. 
recommend that all laws «allowing persons to reside in and’ 
have the benefits of the Institution, atthe expense of the State,

intended to benefit, and’ such as’ ‘are ‘nécessaty tö its: proper 
méiiiagement, be repealed. Your committee also would.recom-, 
mend the passate‘of an act authorizing the State Treasurer to 
pay the watrant for two thousand dollars, issued, in April,1865, 
in favor of said Institution, and also to direct’ tlie issuance and 
payment of all warrants for appropriations thereof, made for 
benefit of the Institution remaining unissued. , The committee 
would suggest the importance of prohibiting by law, the ad- 
mission of pupils under the age of eight, and over the age of 
twenty-five years. 

_ Your committee respectfully recommend again to the con- 
tinued fostering care of the State, this noble charity, so, well 
calculated to benefit an interesting, but unfortunate class of 
our population.

The Convention of August, 1865; among other changes i in 
the Constitution, adopted ‘the following : 

The High Court of Errors and ‘Appeals shall be held at 
least once in each year at the seat of government and at such 
other "place or places: in the State as the: Legislature may 
direct. (Sec 7.) | 

This change of: the Constitution very clearly ‘indicates what 
was: to be the future policy of the State of Mississippi, in 
regard to the High Court of Errors and Appeals and that the 
cehtralization of that tribunal was no longer to prevail. And 
your’ Committee’ is- adviséd that'the Convention itself would 
have proceeded to name suitable places for the session of the 
High Court, other than the seat of government, but for a due 
regard for the peculiar purposes for whi¢h that body was’ 
assembled. “It removed, however, the constitutional restric- 
tion, BO long existing, and teft the rest to the Legislatur e, which, 
is now called to direct, by law, in wnat places in the State; 
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other than the seat of government, the sessions of said Court 
shall be held, Your Committee regard the duty as having 
been made i imper ative, by this change of the original law, and 
in fulfilment of that duty, report the accompanying bill, as a 
substitute for the bill referred to this Committee; 

Your Committee consider that such legislation as not only-- 
required by the positive provision of the s Constitution, but as 
demanded by. ‘every principle of justice, as sanctioned by an 
almost universal preeedent and example in nearly every State 
of the Union, and justified on every ground of expediency, 

When the doctrine of centralization was applied to the 
Courts of Mississippi in 1832, the State presente@ a very 
different aspect from the present, The populated portion of 
the State covered a narrow and contracted area. The popula- 
tión itself was limited, and the institutions of the State were 
adapted to its then condition. The High Court of Errors and 
Appeals was made a perpetual close “corporation in Jackson 
and the Superior Court of Chancery was modeled on the same 
principle. Then centralization of Courts at the seat of, gov- 
ment may have been unobjectionable and convenient. But. the 
reasons which prevailed then should not prevail now, and so 
thought the Convention of 1865. Not to dwell on other 
important changes, since 1832, the whole of North Mississippi 
has been incorporated into the State, of itself greater in num- 
bers and equal in wealth to the whole State as it stood at that 
period. And North Mississippi itself has over two. sections 
almost distinct and separated by marked geographical lines. 
The Mississippi of1865 is not the Mississippi of 1832 and on 
the subject in hand requires new and different legislation. 

Your Committee and the Senate cannot be unmindful of the 
history and fate of the Superior Court of Chaneery. Itserves 
to show the progress of public opinion and the point to which 
legislation was carried, in order to satisfy the urgent wants 
of the people. At one time the Chancery Court, like 
they High Court, was a close corporation at Jackson. It 
was the only Chancery Court in the State. It possessed juris- 
diction all over the State. Its process reached everywhere, 
and under it a citizen of Marshall or a citizen of Harrison. 
could be foreed to come to the seatof Government. , This. 
state of things continued until it became intolerable to the 
citizen and “the State. Notwithstanding a constitutional 
obstacle, a determined move was made and sueceeded—first 
a vice Chancer y Court in North Mississippi, followed soon by 
others until the whole system was swept away and now we 
have a Chancery Court in every county in the State. 

So we find a division of County Courts. in Yalobusha and 
Lauderdale. And in Hinds County, all the. Courts, Law and 
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Eqnity, Probate; . Police; and County, : for convenience. .to 
the people, have been divided out between es City: on) acksdn, 
and: tke: Town. of Raymond.: 

‘The principle of a distribution of Courts, for. thes convenience 
of the people, was.thus emphatically endorsed and fhatigurated, 
and the Convention of .1865..has now. called upon the Legisla- 
ture to apply the’ prigapie tọ the aa Court of: Errors and 
Appeals, + :. ary 

--¥our Committed 3 is galt rely: at a TS to anderen ioe. or 
in what manner, either the dignity or the usefulness of: the 
High Court is. to be impaired by being directed to hold } ses- 
sion: at sothe place other than the seat.of government: Upon 
a careful examination, your Committee finds that the principle 
of a fair and equal distribution of judicial facilities, as opposed 
to centralization and monopoly, has-been adopted. not-only in 
the new States, but in every one of the-old Thirteen, save. one. 
It is the universal rule in New-England. :It prevails in New 
Jersey,” Delaware; New. York and Pennsylvania.'.It-is the 
pelicy of Virginia and North -Carolina, South; Carolina and 
Georgia. Such will be found to be the rule-in Florida and 
Tennegsee, Louisiana and Texas, and even upon. the distant 
shores of the Pacific. Surely so many : ‘States, different com-, 
munities, old and new, cannot all, be mistaken as to their true 
digiity and interest. . Even our United States Courts are di- 
vided into Northern and Southern Mississippi, This cannot 
all be. mere accident or caprice. .. There is a principle in it all, 
and a striking meaning to us. Courts dre not created or sup- 
ported for-thé. benefit or convenience of judggs or lawyers. 
They are created alone for the uses and purposes of the people. 
They must be-so arranged and ordered and directed as to serve 
the uses and carry out.these purposes, and for none other. 
When they fail to-do so, they should be reformed by the wise 
hand:of the Legislature antil they do; and when they céase.to 
de so, they become a a public burden, and. should. be swept away 
as was the Superior Court of Chancery in 1859.. , o 

".. Lt is believed. by. the .Gommittee thatthe changes proposed 
in, the: ‘accompanying bill- axe. required ‘qn: grounds. of .expe-. 
diency. By dividing the sessions.of, the- High Court, itis be- 
lieved that, its ‘business can. be: discharged; at ‘a time and in 
a mannet so as but slightly to conflict with the business of the 
inferior tribunals. * Terms can be so arranged that there will 
be little or no clashing... As. it is, the- business of the, High 
Court is arr anged and. conducted entir ely without refey enee to 
any. other Cour ts in the State. “Thus, in-nine eases, ont of ten, 
parties litigant are deprived of the services of -their chosen 
counsel, who have managed the cause ‘in the. Court below, and 
who must be presumed to understand the cases better than 
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counsel who are entire strangers to them. ‘Besides, heavy ad: 
ditional costs are thus imposed upon parties in the shape of 
additional counsel fees, When the Courts are brought nearer 
home and properly arranged, counsel can attend to their own 
cases. We do not contend for the convenience of counsel as an 
argument in itself; but counsel are but the representatives of 
the people, and the interests of the people in Court, and as 
such, in consulting their interest, can but consult the interests 
‘of our constituents, which we are alivays bound to observe. 
This cannot be done, and never will be done, while there is but 
one véssion of this Court at the city of Jackson. Parties will 
continue to remain in entire ignorance of how their interests 
are disposed of, and continue ‘to be muleted in double costs 
for services rendered at a distance, which might be rendered: 
nearer home at half the price. 

And further, your Committee feel bound to express the opin- 
jon, that a change in the places of holding the sessions of the 
Court, would add greatly to its efficiency “and the prompt dis- 
posal of business. Constant and unbroken mental labor in 
one place, is calculated to produce languor and inactivity. 
Change of place is often exceedingly beneficial to our physical 
as well as mental constitution. Upon a change the Court will 
meet with many new faces, new ideas, and new trains: of 
thought. At the different points the Court will find itself re- 
freshed for its arduous labors, and the Bar of the State -will be 
improved by a personal contact with this august tribunal. But 
above all, the business of the people of the State will be better 
done. Rev olutions never go backwards. This reform may 
now be refused, but sooner’ o or later it must and will come. 

Then if Courts are for the convenience and interest of the 
people, and the people alone; if this interest and this conve- 
nience is alone to be consulted by the Legislature, let us at once 
“direct,” as required by the Constitution, the “places” where 
this tribunal “shall” be held in the State, other than the Seat 
of Government. 

Animated by these views, and impelled by a high sense of 
duty, and a due regard for the mandate of the Constitution, 
the committee beg ‘leave to report the following bill as a sub- 
stitute for the bill referred to the committee. and respectfully 
recommend that it do pass. .

Hon. Benj. King, Chairman Senate Committee, and . 
Hon. J. L. Milton, Chairman House Committee: 


GENTLEMEN: The undersigned was appointed a committee 
of one to respond to your application to the Ruilroad Compa- 
nies of this State, upon the subject of a reduction of freight 
on corn, to the actual cost of transportation. The Convention 
of Railroad Presidents, which assembled in this city on the 
28th, and to whom you made your application in person, agree 
with you in the general object to be attained, and fully sympa- 
thize with the peculiar and distressed condition of our people, 
but you will readily perceive that the same causes which have 
produced this state of things, has, to a great extent, affected 
the ability of the roads to furnish relief. It may be said with 
truth, that our Companies compose a portion of that class 
called “ Indigent Poor,” or what adds peculiar nardship to our 
poverty is the fact that we are largely involved in debts which 
have already matured, and our whole property is at the mercy 
of creditors, a large portion of whom are non-residents of the - 
State, and have consequently no sympathy save those which 
spring from the common promptings of generosity. While we 
are thus compelled to devote our earning: power to satisfy the 
demands of creditors, we find that earning power badly 
crippled by the failure of the cotton cr op. 

You will at once see the position in which we are placed. 
Acting in reality only as trustees for others, and in discharge 
of that- trust, having pledged: our earnings to cr editors, in con- 
sideration of extension of time, we should not only actin bad 
faith to the creditor, by a relinquishment of those earnings, 
buf would jeopardize the actual property over which we are 
the appointed guardians. In addition, -we are not able to de- 
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termine upon a pravtidable plan by ‘which thé! object sought 
would be obtained, for we préstime fhe object of the Legisla- 
ture is not to. ask’ the roads to work. and labor without com- 
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The roads bave already agreed to pass al donations. for the 
Indigent Poor, not at the “actual cost of transportation, but 
absolutely freé, thereby, in this class of Gases, goińg beyond 
the proposition suggested by the Legislature. We are prè- 
pared to justify t this “diversion of our earning power from our 
creditors, and before our principals, upon : the’ ground of: that 
common sympathy which should spring -up in every manly 
breast. I beg leave to suggest that the present tariff of corn, 
as fixed upon all the roads, has been\made with a special view 
to the importance of a low price, and it is much doubted 
whether a rediiction to the absolute cost of transportation 
would prodtce a reduction at all commensurate with the èx- 
pectation of your honorable bodies; for it must be remem- 
‘bered that this commodity is tr anaferred: to us over toads and 
water courses operated ‘and ran by thosé’who do not sympa- 
thise with our destitution, and that our portion of the freight 
is but a portion-of the aggregate, while any reauction in price 
would of necessity come exclusively from that portion in addi- 
tion to this corn being not only a perishable article but -one 
easily liable to dathage, while the loss and. waste of transpor- 
‘tation is great, thus “while we tr ansport it only over a portion 
of the route, we are exposed -to the liability of paying all 
losses, as we are me parties who last handle and deliver it to 
the consumer. ‘ 

When all the expenses are paid to our Companies and labor- 
ers, out nett. profit is small, which may be illustrated by a 
statemént' that corn is brought from the City of St. Louis to 
Grenada, ‘Mississippi, at about the same price it would cost to 
transport it twenty-five miles by wagon in our State. i 

If wé could, however, devise any plan by which that class‘of 
citizens could be-reached;. whose -destitution is such as to đe- 
mand the sustainingsympathy of. our’ people, I doubt not the 
Railroad Companies avoald cheerfully unite in such relief as is 
com patable with their duty to those those they TEP poen

Your communication, upon the subject of cheap transporta- 
tion on corn, is before me. In view of the arguments. pre- 
sented by you, anticipated sometime since, this Company re- 
duced the freight on‘corn, as follows: 


Memphis to Grand Junction, going down 
Mississippi Central Road, transported by 
our Co., (and handled twice, )..52 miles, 8 cts. per bushel. 
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This rate ‘gives us $20 per car load to Junction, having 
to handle the corn twice, and lose a-Jay’s use of the car load- 
inz, and one unloading, and one in transitu.. This car at the 
low.st rate is worth $3 per day hire, or $9, leaving $11 per ‘car 
lead for actual transportation. To Huntsville, 913 miles, gives 
$45 per car load, with two days allowance for transit; suppos- 
ing the car could always return loaded with other ‘freight, 
would give for car hire $12, and leave for transportation $33 
per car load for 213 miles. This, I think, in view of the pre- 
sent high prices of labor and material entering into the oper- 
ating of railroads, with the heavy taxes on our- business, iim- 
posed both by the State and the National Councils, will not 
leave much profit.. Indeed, in fixing these prices, they were 
fixed in view of the people’s necessities, and were believed to 
be the actual cost of transportation, as you will ee, to say 
nothing of car rent on 213 miles. We convey a car of 8 tons 
for $45, or only $2 50 per ton per mile, but are willing to 
adopt any rate that may be agreed upon by the roads in your 
State, deducting actual- cost for handling on short distances, 
and prorating with them per mile on any rate they may fix. 

Corn is an article subject to great loss and damage. We 
have paid this year $2,000 damages on corn going “to your 
State.

with the writ, and in case the property shall not be delivered 
or forthcoming to abide the decree, shall have the force and 
effect of a judgment, and; execution may issue thereon against 
all the obligors for the amount of the decree, or the value of 
the property, according to the nature of the case; and if such 
bond be not given in thirty days after levy, the J udge or Court 
may order sale of the property for cash, or place the same in 
the hands of a receiver, and make such other. disposition of 
the proceeds of such sale, or of the property as shall seem to 
him just and equitable. 

Sec. —. Be it,further enacted, That it shall not be lawfūl for 
any sheriff, or other officer, to. levy on, or sell’ by virtue of an 
execution. or other process issuing from any Court iu this 
State, any crop of cotton, corn, or other agricultural product, 
is under cultivation,.and before it is matured and gathered, 
Provided, That nothing in this section contained, shall prevent 

an attachmeént for rent, or against a non-resident, or abscond- 
‘ing debtor, from being levied on such crop or product, and the 
same sold according to law. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted, That it shall belawful to con- 
vey by way of mortgage, or deed of trust, any crop of cotton, 
‘corn, or other agricultural product, being produced, orto be 
produced within fifteen months from the date of ‘such mort- 
gage, Provided, That ‘nothing in -this act shall interfere with 
any prior lien granted by the provisions of this act for. supplies 
and means furnished to grow the crop.

The Judiciary Gotmaiitee, to- aion was ne teferred the memorial, 
of the Railroad Companies of this'State, asking the repeal of 
‘the law taxing travelers: on said roads, have considered. the 
same, and have'instructed me to submit the following report: 
- Itis claimed in said memorial, that the law in question is in 
yvidlation of Sec. 8, Art. 1, of the Constitution of the United 
‘States, which declares that “the Congress shall have power 
to regulate the commerce with foreign ‘nations, and among the 
several States, and ‘with the Indian tribes.” -It is not clear to 
_ your committee, from such examinations of the authorities, as 

théy have had time.to make, that the law is objectionable on 
that account. The Constitution gives the power to Congress to 
. regulate, but until that power is exercised by Congress, we have 
many authorities to ststain State legislation upon the subject— 
see Ogderi vs. Sanders 12; Wheaton 213, Sturger vs. Crown- . 
ing, Shield 4, Wheaton 199, Boyle vs. Zacherie,’ 6 Peters 348,, 
Newport vs. Taylor, 16 Ben. Monroe 699, affirmed in Supreme 
Court of the United States; 1 Black 633. Congress has not 
exerted this power so as to control and limit the power of au 
State to tax travelers on railroads. 

“But all the Railroad Companies ofthis State, now stand- ex- 
‘empt by legislative contract from taxation: It seems to your 
committee that to tax travel upon the railroads, is an indirect 
tax upon the roads themselves, and as a thing cannot be done 
indirectly, which it is forbidden to do directly. We are clear 
that the tax in question is “unconstitutional, upon -the grothnd 
that it is in violation of the existing contracts between the 
State and the Railroads. 

Again, we believe that if such tax could be legally levied, 1t 
would be impracticable to collect the sanie, because, the State 
has no power to compel the Railroads to collect the ‘tax ‘by 
their agents. Your committee, therefore, conclude that the 
law levying said tax on travelers..on the railroads, should be 
repealed, as being illegal and impracticable; but.your com- 
mittee does not deem it advisable to report 4 bill for its repeal, 
inasmuch as the subject will be before the Senate in a general 
revenue bill. Your committee having now reported, prays to 
be discharged from the farther consideration of the subject. - 

Mr. Wilson, from the same committee, made the following

Wuereas, It has been announced, by persons high in 
authority, that propositions from the Southern States, having ` 
‘in view the adjustment of our present political troubles,would 
be received and considered, etc., Therefore— 

Resolved by the Legislature of ‘the State of Mississippi, That 
the Congtess of the United States be,and are hereby, requested 
to propose to the Legislatures of the several States the follow- 
ing amendment to the Constitution of the United States: 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Section 1. No State under the Constitution has a right of 
its own will to renounce its place in, or ‘to withdraw from the 
Union. Nor has the Federal Government any right to eject a 
State from the Union,or to deprive it of its equal suffrage in the 
Senate, or of represeniation in the House of Representatives. 
The Union, under the Constitution, shall be perpetual. 

Section 2. The public debt of the United States authorized 
by law shall ever be held sacred and inviolate. Butneither the 
United States, nor any State, shall assume or pay any debt or 
obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion agaist 
the government, or authority of the United Statas. 

Section 3. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States, and of the States in which they reside, and 
the citizens of each State shall be entitled to all the privileges 
and immunities of citizens in the several States. No State 
shall deprive rny person of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdic- 
tion the equal prote: tion of the laws. 

SECTION 4. Representatives shall be apportioned among the 
several States according to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole number of persons in each State, excluding Indians 
net taxed. But when any State shall, on’ account of race or 
color, or previous condition of servitude, deny the elective 
franchise at any election for the choice of electors for Presi- 
dent and.,Vice-President of the United States, Representatives 
in Congress,.members of the Legislature, and the officers elec- 
tive by the.people, to any of the male inhabitants of sueh 
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States, being twenty-one y years of age, and citizens of the Uni- 
ted States, then the entire.class of persons so excluded from 
the. exercise of the elective franchise shall not be counted in 
the basis of representation.

I herewith return to the Senate an act entitled “An act to pro- 
vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, 
of the State of Mississippi, and for other purposes, with my dis- 
approval. The power of the Legislature to require the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals to hold terms at different places in 
the State is not doubted, butin doingso it can only be moved 
from place to place in accordance with the constitutional organ- 
ization of theCourt: The 19th Section of the 4th Article of the 
Constitution contains this clause: “The Clerk of the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals shall be appointed ‘for. the term of 
four years.” One Clerk (the Clerk) is thus made: a constitu- 
tional officer, and with that one Clerk the Court is a constitu- 
tional Court. Without “the Clerk,” or with more thar ‘one 
Clerk, itis not the Court recognized by the Constitution. ~The 
3d Section of the bill before me enacts, “That the High Court 
of Errors and Appeals shall appoint one Clerk of said Court for 
each of said Districts, in the way and manner, and for the samé 
time as the Clerk of said Court is now appointed; and each of 
said Clerks, when so appointed, shall qualify, give bond, and dis- 
charge the duties, and be liableto the same penalties now provi- 
ded by law for the Clerk of said Court, and they shall be entitled 
to have and charge the same fees as now-allowed by: law to the 
present Clerk. 

The High Court of*Errors and Appeals thus organized, will 
have four Clerks of equal power and dignity. ‘The office of 
` Clerk:of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, is created by 
the Constitution. Heis the Clerk of the Court—that is of the 
whole Court—wherever that Court may sit: -His offi¢e canziot 
be divided and parcelled out among four Clerks, leaving the 
Clerk provided for in the Constitution Clerk of the Coutti in a 
District only, instead of for the whole State. The creation of 
. the additional Clerks was not necessary to enable the Legisla- 
ture to move the Court from place to place. The power to create 
more Clerks than the Constitution provides for, does not there- 
fore follow as a necessary implication from the power “to pro- 
vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals 
at such other place ¢ or pisces in me State as the Legislature may 
direct.” 5 
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On the first day of January, 1866, the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals did appoint a Clerk who has given bond and sec 
rity, as required by the Constitution. - He should be required to

I herewith return to the Senate ai an act entitled “An act to pro- 
vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, 
of the State of Mississippi, and for other purposes, with my dis- 
approval. The power of the Legislature to require the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals to hold terms at-different places‘in 
the State is not doubted, butin doing so it can only be moved 
from place to place in accordance withthe constitutional organ- 
ization of the Court. The 19th Section of the 4th Article of the 
Constitution contains this clause: “The Clerk of the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals shall be appointed for the term of 
four years.” One Clerk (the Clerk) is thus made a constitu- 
tional officer, and with that one Clerk the Court is a cons}itu- 
tional Court. Without “the Clerk,” or. with more than one 
Clerk; it is not the Court recognized by the Constitution. The: 
3d Section of the bill before me enacts, “That the High Court 
of Errors and Appeals shall appoint one Clerk of-said-Court for 
each of said Districts, in thé way and manner, and'for the same 
‘time as the Clerk of said Court’ is now appointed ; and each of 
said Clerks, when so appointed, shall qualify, give bond, and dis- 
charge the duties, and be liable to the same penalties now provi- 
ded by law for the Clerk of said Court, and they shall be entitled 
to have and charge the same fees as now alowed by lawgo the , 
present Clerk. 
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The High Court of Errors and Appeals thus organized, will 
have four Clerks of equal power and dignity. The office of 
Clerk of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, is created by 
the Constitution. -Heis the Clerk of the Court—that is of. :flte 
whole Court—wherever that Court may sit.. His office cannot 
be divided and parcelled out among four Clerks, leaving the 
Clerk provided for in the Constitution Clerk of the Courtin a 
District only, instead of for the whole State. The creation of 
the additional Clerks was not necessary to enable the Legisla- 
ture to move the Court from place to place. The power to create 
more Clerks than thé Constitution provides for, does not there- 
fore follow as a necessary implication from the power “to pro- 
. vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals 
at such other place or places in the State as the Legislature may 
direct.” 

On the first day of January, 1866, the High Court of Errors’ 
and Appeals did appoint a Clerk, who has given bond, with 
approved security, as requircd by the Constitution. He should. 
be required to move with the Court. No other Clerk created 
and authorized by the Legislature can record its decrees.

and skilful professor in architecture, has been able to discover 

many improvements which might be made upon the public 
buildings. Like the skilful physician when called to examine 
a patient supposed to be sick, the State Architect has been. 
able to find many diseased parts in the public buildings, and- 
like the physician, is likely to prescribe remedies, whether ‘the 
disease be fully developed or only in its incipiency. > 

The undersigned have been able to discover no defects‘in 
the public buildings which will not well admit of delay. Inas- 
much, then, as the treasury of the State is now empty, and 
inasmuch as the tax payers of the State are already over- 
whelmed with burthens of extraordinary weight, the under- 
signed have deemed it their duty to dissent from the report of 
the majority of said Committee, and would ask that the House 
bill reported by a majority of the Committee, making large ap- 
propriations for repairs on the Governor's Mansion and the 
State Capitol do not pass.
